REPORT SHOWS 
DECREASE. OF 
CHILD LABOR 


Child labor can be abolished in 
America by the present generation, 
according to Owen R. Lovejoy, gen- 
eral secretary of the National Child 
Labor Committee, whose tenth an- 
nual report has just been published 
in the “Child Labor Bulletin” for No- 
vember. 

As evidence o fthe progress of the 
camjaign against child labor, Mr. 
Lovejoy compares the state child la- 
bor ‘laws in 1904, when the National 
Chila Labor Committee was organ- 
dzed, with those of 1914. In 1904, 

118 states had a straight 14-year’ ‘age 
limit for all factory work, while in 
1914, 86 states have that Mmit. In 
1904 “only one stateh ad an 8-hour 
‘day for o}der children and in 1914 
18 states have it. Night work was 
prohibited for children under 16 in 
5 states in 1904 and in 34 in 1914. 
Factory inspection. was provided for 
in 18 states in 1904 and in 84 states 
in 4914. Other achievements of the 
committee have been the establish- 
ment of the Federal Children’s Bu- 
reau, and the drafting of a federal 
child laor law which, as the Palmer-
